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Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 2/4/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

The applicant states that the Baltz reference does not disclose the limitation of the leading 
edge having an angled member that angles away from the discharge opening and the granular 
material, wherein the weight force of the material engages the angled member during movement 
of the gate from the closed to the open position. The examiner disagrees and believes that during 
this movement the granular material can in fact engage the angular member. Further applicant 
goes on to state that the open position includes a partially open position immediately after the 
closed position and that the granular material is exposed to the angled member prior to it being 
moved from the closed position to the open/partially opened position. However, this limitation is 
not apparently recited in independent claims 8 or 19.
